Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative described the invention and discussed 
rejected claims and cited prior art. Applicant's representative further discuss the distinctions between the claimed 
invention and the cited Agarwal: "a sorted result buffer is filled with a first N number of records...", 
"remaining records in the data store... iteratively compared against a Nth record and "... iteratively replaced ... with 
a remaining records in the". The representative referenced to Fig. 3 and pointed out that the size of the buffer is the 
number of records x the partition (i.e., larger then the claimed invention) 

Examiner pointed out from Agarwal that he interpreted Fig. 3 steps 308 and 310 constitute the iterative process 
including filling with the maximum inputted desired results and then step 312 is equivalent to the "replacement" step of 
the claimed invention because it swaps position of the records. Examiner further indicated that if Applicant amend the 
buffer to clarify that it's a maximum uniform buffer then it would overcome Agarwal. The representative tentatively 
agree with the examiner's suggestion. However, the amendment would likely raise new issues that would require 
further search and consideration. All in all, the interview was productive in advancing the prosecution. . 
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
